WHAT DEVALUATION 
MEANS TO CANADIANS 


Wholesale producers indicate that if the U.S. 
exporters don’t lower their prices it will mean that the 
Canadian consumer likely will pay higher prices for 
U.S. fruits and vegetables, cars and other commodities 
allowed across the border under Canadian import con 
trols, 

Other likelihoods of dollar devaluation: 

1. The British consumer will enjoy lower prices 
for essential Canadian products. A government official 
said the U.K. will save 16 per cent in pounds on the 
purchase of Canadian wheat and other Canadian food 
products, 


2. Canadian goods may find a better market in 
both the dollar-rich U.S. and the sterling areas which 
recently have been buying less from this dominion, 

3. It may provide an incentive to United States 
tourists to visit Canada where they will obtain more 
for their money. 

1. The $5,000,000,000 the United States has in 
vested in Canada may be boosted. Foreign investors 
may he attracted by the lower value of Canadian securi 
ties in comparison to their own. 


5. It may prove tough on Canada since they will 
pay more Canadian dollars to meet U.S. dividends on 
Canadian investments. 

6. Similarly, it may go hard on Canadian import 
ers meeting American bills. Previously, they could pay 
for those bills at par or thereabouts. Now it 
little more than 10 per cent added cost 
7. The Canadian consumer and importer of U.K 
made goods will benefit. Goods will come into ( anada at 
a varying lower rate. In some cases china, 
textiles may be 10 or 20 per cent lower.
